The General was angry and 
much excited, Senator Hill saw him and ex- 
plained to him that neither he nor Mr. Walsh 
was asked to withdraw on the score of char- 
acter, but that it was absoiutely neceseary for

He learned more in the one 
week that followed than many people yet 
know. Every day new iniquities of Tam- 
many were disclosed to him, and, it was said, 
he finally became so disgusted that he took

The clerks at 
the Eledtion Commissioners’ office have not 
yet accurately separated the names of the 
men and women of the first day’s registra- 
tion, and it was stated yesterday that the 
board would not be able to give out the ac- 
curate figures of the first day until the last of 
this week. The Republicans base their claim 
to having an advantage on the fact that the 
Democtats worked harder to get out 
their full party strength on the firat 
day than the Republicans did. 
Mayor Hopkins himself claimed 
that 80 per cent, of the Democratic vote 
registered the first day, This-calculation was 
of course reached by a comparison of the reg- 

2s. and the figures of the can- 


pense of the taxpayers of Chicago. This can- 
vass was made as thoroughly as it is possible 
to make a canvass, and naturally presented 
the Democratic strength in the best possible 
light. a 

The Democratic wards seem to show a 
greater decrease than the Republican wards, 
although the Eleventh and Twelfth drop 
heavily. The Eleventh Ward registered 2,136 
yesterday and 701 of these names are the 
names of women. Two years ago the regis- 
tration without women was 2.577. The 
Twelfth Ward regietered 3,702 and 2,874 of 
these names are women. In 1892 it regis- 
tered 3,819. The Thirty-second Ward régis- 
tered 3,161, with 1,352 of the number wom- 
en. In 1892 it will be seen the registration 
was 2,507. 

The general showimg is a decrease of male 
voters over 1892, but this is to be expected 
when the increase of a weék ago is taken into 
consideration. The total registration after 
revision will be close on to 300,000. ä 

Heavy Republican Gains. 

John M. Smyth, J. C. Braden, William Lori- 
mer, and Dr. T. N. Jamieson met at Repub- 
lican headquarters last night to receive re- 
ports on registration. The returns received 
indicated a heavy Republican gain. It was 
estimated that about two-thirds cf yesterday’s 
registration could be safely placed to the 
credit of the Republican ticket. John M. 
Smyth estimated the Republican majority at 
35,000, and thought it might easily exceed 
that figure. He thought the total registration 
would exceed 325,000, including the wemen, 
and the total of males would be from 300,000 
to 310,000. 

Dr. Jamieson said: I have no doubt that 
my tirst estimate of Republican gains was too 
low. The Democrats claim a gain of 15,000 
on the first day’s registration. They aleo 
claimed to have registered 80 per cent of 
their total vote. According to their own fig- 
ures we have at least two-thirds of 
today’s registration. They have made 
three canvasses and ought to 
know what they are talking about. 
With a free ballot anda fair count we will 
carry the county by from 25,000 to 35,000 
majority. We must work hard from now 
until the vote is announced, owing to the 
schemes adopted by the Democrats to defeat 
the will of the people. The situation. I be- 
lieve, calls for a moat vigilant watchfulness 
election day. I believe the people are awake 
to the gravity of the situation. Not only the 
Republicans but all good people are deter- 
mined to protect the purity of the ballot and 
will make their influence felt on election 
day. 

Day’s Figures Disappoint Democrats. 


The results of yesterday’s registration, add- 
ed to those of a week ago, were not altogether 
satisfactory to Mayor Hopkins. He reached 
the City Hall about 11 o’clock last night, 
where machine reports of the day’s work 
were being received from district headquarters, 
but the condition of his mind was such then 
that he refused either to see or have anything 
to say toa reporter for Tue Txrrsune as to 
what he thought of the outcome of the day. 
The figures in his possession could 
not be obtained. He declined to 
let them be given out, Up to that 
hour, however, only a few of the wards had 
been heard from. Theyge tell so far short of 
expectations entertain by the gang that 
they felt gloomy and sore. They could not 
figure up an addition to the first day’s list of 
anything like 40,000 Democratic voters, the 
number predicted by some of the leaders last 
Monday. Consequently it was not a good 
time for rejoicing. |

Democrats Steal Books from Republicans 
and Make Disturbances. 

Bill Asay’s advice to the Democrats to se- 
cure possession of the verification lists wee 
followed in several precincts of the Third 
Ward yesterday without regard to law or con- 
sequences. Thugs in the hire of the city gov- 
ernment invaded the registration booths and 
by main force and the display of firearms car- 
ried away the liste so much desired by the 
Democratic Campaign committee. One Re- 
publican judge was choked nearly into insen- 


| sibility by the lawless hirelings of the City

real-estate dealer residing at No. 3139 Michi-

Jerry Riley. Fuller came to the place of 
registration to warn J. J. McGull, one of the 
Republican judges, that there would be trouble 
over the identification books. He was leav- 
ing the place when he meta crowd of Riley’s 
friends on the sidewalk. In a moment his 
hat was smashed and his book was torn into 
pieces. Fuller claims Riley struck the blow. 
Two city tax-eaters invaded the polling 
place of the Sixteenth Precinct, No. 3029 
Wentworth avenue, and at the point of re- 
volvers robbed the Republican challenger, 
William E. Kern, of his verification tist. These 
men were Jack Dempsey and Tom, alias 
Paddy, Lyons, the latter a teamster in the 
Street Department. When they entered Kern 
was sitting at a table with his chair tilted 
back and his book on the table in 
front of him. Dempsey shoved 
him over against the wall, snatched 
up the book and passed it to Lyons, who 
stood with a revolver in his hand threatening 
to shoot if resistance or interference was of- 
fered. The men got away with the book. 
Lyons and Dempsey also stole the verifica- 
tion tist of the Thirteenth Precinct, the poll 
ing place being at No. 413 Thirty-first street. 
Here the book was lying unguarded on a 
counter. Dempsey grabbed it and passed it 
to Lyons, who ran out the door. He was fol- 
lowed by the judge. Lyons, seeing he was 
about to be overtaken, drew his revolver and 
stopped his pursuer by threatening to shoot 
him. Then he walked away with the book. 


Work of City Hall Sluggers. 


The polls of the Eighteenth Precinct, No. 
3223 State street, wus invaded by a crowd of 


half a dozen City Hall sluggers, headed by 


George T. Connors, the Democratic Captain 
of the precinct and an employé of the City 
Water Department. They came from a 
oon at the corner of Thirty-third street, 
from which it seems the operators of the 
City Hall gang in the ward were directed. 

Their conduct was such that Connors was 
arrested and taken before Justice. Hotaling 
on a charge of assault with intent to kill. 
The complainant was Charles W. Mills, one 
of the wealthiest building contractors in the 
city and a resident of the ward, 
No. 8200 Indiana. avenue. Mr. Mills 
was officiating as the Republican challenger 
in the Eighteenth Precinct when the assault 
occurred. The trouble ‘arose over the 
attempt of M. M. Griswold to use his 
identification book at the regis- 
tration polls. Acting under instruc- 
tions of the Election Commissioners, the 
Democratic judges, T. J. Benson and H. 
Blickhahn, refused to allow any identifica- 
tion book to be used in the place. Griswold 
insisted on being allowed to use his book and, 
as the Democratic judges were in the majori- 
ty. he was ordered out of the 
polls.. Mr. Mills and D. F. 
Dubois, the Republican clerk, told 
him to stay, whereupon Connors took Gris- 
wold dy the collar and hustied him out. Parti- 
sans on both sides attempted to interfere and 
in the scuftie Mr. Mills was thrown down and 
struck upon the head. Some ofConnors’ friends 
took the canvas book away from Griswold 
and tore it up. It was claimed that Connors 
had flourished a billy in the melee and 
Mr. Mills swore out a warrant for his arrest, 
charging him with the assault. Connors was 
taken before Justice Hotaling and released on 
bail. 

Among the men in the City Hall gang work- 
ing in the Third Ward were George T. Con- 
nors, Dick Corrigan, ** Bad Ryan, and a 
man named McGee, the last being employed 
in Mayor Hopkins’ office. 

Supt. Crossette of the Water Office was seen 
in various parts of the ward throughout the 
day. It was noted that he was not far away 
when the verification list was stolen on Went- 
worth avenuc, and the Republican election 
officers give Crossette the credit of directmg 
the movements of the gang. 

Messrs. Reilly and Solon, followed by four 
others, also made a raid on the Fifth Precinct 
headquarters, No. 3023 -Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. Their object was suspected as soon as 
they entered, and Mr. McFarlin, acting as 
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the money they could find and everything else 
they wanted. The Watova Postoffice was 
robbed of about $60 in cash and $55 in 
stam ps. 

From Watova the gang rode on to Tala, 
ten miles away, where they repeated their 
depredations. They rode into town and pro- 
ceeded at once to rob stores 8 left. 
at the point of “er 
vers and Winchesters to turn over their cash. 

The postoffice was also robbed of stamps 
and a small amount of money. The bandits 
entered the town boldly and made no effort 
to conceal their identity ; none were masked. 
From reports of their description they were 
undoubtedly the same gang that held up the 
Missouri Pacific train at Coreta Siding Satur- 
day night. 

It is believed it was the bandits’ intention to 
rob the Missouri Pacific passenger train No. 
231 at Tala. While they were holding up the 
postoffice the train pulled the into station. The 
trainmen were notified of the presence of 905 
gang and the train was started at once. Tala 
is near Claymore and forty miles, west of 
Coreta. The bandits did not tarry long after 
the train pulled out. They galloped out of 
town, discharging ther Winchesters. 


SOLDIERS NEEDED IN THE TERRITORY. 


Request for Troops to Suppress Bandits 
Sent to the War Department. 

Wasninetor, D. C., Oct. 238.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith has requested the Secretary of 
War to send troops to the Indian Territory to 
suppress the lawless bands which have been 
operating there and in the adjacent country. 
Secretary Smith in his letter tothe War De- 
partment says that in view of the obligations 
of the government as set forth in the treaties 
with the Indians to protect the five civilized 
tribes against domestic strife and hostile in- 
vasion and to guarantee those people peace- 
abie enjoyment of their country he recom- 
mends that troops be sent as requested. 

Comtuissioner Browning in a letter accom- 
panying the Secretary’s suggests that a troop 
of cavairy be sent into the Indian Territory 
to assist Agent Wisdom in preserving the 
peace, Itis expected that the troops would 
then be used to hunt down and drive out the 
marauders who are harassing the people. 

Agent Wisdom today wired the Indian Ok- 
fice asking authority to incur the necessary 
traveling expenses of the Indian police in as- 
sisting United States Marshals who were 
huntmg down the thieves and making ar- 
Such authority was granted. 

These communications reached Acting 
Secretary Doe at the War Department this 
afternoon and after reading them carefuily 
he referred them to Gen. Schofield, com- 
manding the army. Gen. Schofield looked 
into the matter and then returned the papers 
to the Acting Secretary with a suggestion 
that the request for the aid of troops be 
maturely considered with a view to ascertain- 
ing the legality of the proposed action, This 
indorsement from so high an authority upon 
the complex relations between the military 
and the civil branches of the government un- 
doubtediy will cause the War Depart. 
ment to move with great caution 
in acting on this request for troops, and in the 
end may result in a refusal, So far as the 
War Department is advised the judiciary of 
the Indian Territory has not appealed for the 
assistance of troops, and, as in the case of the 
disturbance of last summer, the government 
will not move until such application is made 
and after the judicial officers have shown a 
proper disposition to restore order in the In- 
dian Territory. Army officers feel the ex- 
press companies have gone as far as they 
should in the direction of guarding the prop- 
erty confided to them. 7 


BANKERS AND BUSINESS-MEN AROUSED. 


Favor a War of Extermination on Indian 
Territory Bandits. 

Sr. Lours. Mo., Oct. 23.—Bankers and busi- 
ness-men living in the towns in the Indian 
Territory, as well as those living outside the 
Territory but doing business with Territory 
firms, are greatly worked up over the condi- 
tion of affairs which has made it necessary 
for the Pacific Express company to refuse 
money shipments either into or out of the 
Territory. The situation in the Indian Ter- 
ritory today, said Supt. O. W. Case of the 
Pacific company, is worse than it 
ever was. There is absolutely no protection 
for life or property except as we furnish it 
ourselves. This continual carrying of such 
an armed force makes the business too ex-

SAN DIEGO GIVEN A HARD SHOOK. 


Windows Broken in Many SBauaildings= 
Other Places Get a Shake. 

Sax Dreao, Cal., Oct. 23.—This city 
and neighboring towns were visited 
this afternoon by a series of earth. 
quakes of more than ordinary se- 
verity. The first shock occurredat 3:08 p. 
m., and was followed at intervals of a quarter 
of a minute by two others, the last being one 
of the strongest experienced here since the 
coming of Americans. People in brick houses 
swarmed. into the streets, hearing the 
startling grind of brick and mortar, 
and seeing in 
crack, ‘ A heavy sound owas heard 
in all parts of the city immediately preceding 
the quake. Considerable consternation vas 
caused in the public schools, the children in 
some of the rooms. bemg hastily dismissed. 
Clocks were stopped, windows and doors were 
skaken sensibly. The second shock was ob- 
served by few people, being light and coming 
when all were talking of the first, but the 
third was 80 pronounced as to bring 
the people into the streets with- 
out delay. Telephone messages from 
Coronado, Upper Otay Dam, Campo, Na- 
tional City, and other places showed that the 
quake was felt about equally at all sur- 
rounding places. Loose rocks were shaken 
from the hillsides and rattled down the 
cafions and a heavy groan and booming noise 
accompanied the tremors. The weather ob- 
seryer reported another slight shock at 4:25 
o' clock, not so strong as the first ones, but 
quite perceptible. It was not felt on the 
ground, The waves came east to west in all 
instances. So far as known no damage was 
done.

Arrests a Republican Challenger. 

At the polling place of the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct, No. 3149 Cottage Grove avenue, the 
Democratic judges got away with the Repub- 
lican challenger, J. C. Dunning, by having 
him arrested. Objection was made to Dun- 
ning’s presence in the room, and the two 
Democratic judges decided he had no busi- 
ness there. Dunning refused to leave and the 
judges ordered a policeman who was there, 
and seemed to be about the only one visible 
in the ward, to arrest him. The policemau 
obeyed, and Dunning was taken io the 
Stanton Avenue Police Station in a patrol 
wagon. The arrest was made in the forenoon, 
Dunning was not booked, and, though suffi-. 
cient bail was three times offered, he was not 
released until 5:30 in the evening. Then he 
returned to the poll with his verification list 
in his pocket, having had it there all the 
while. 


Throughout the Third Ward the Demo- 


ratio policy was to throw the Republican 


challenger and his list out of such precinets 
as had two Republican judges, and where the 
Democratic judgés were ia the majority to 
rule them out, peacefully if possible—but 
rule them out. It was claimed in some pre- 
cincts that the Election Commissioners were 
telephoned to for instructions regarding the 
presence of challengers; and made answer 
that the matter lay within the jurisdiction of 
the precinct judges. 


FIGURES IN THE RESPECTIVE WARDS, 


Generally the Registration Places Were 
Unusually Quiet. 

The second day of registration was quiet as 
a mill pond in the First Ward. The number 
registered, 2,504, was surprisingly light 
Of this total 152 were women, leav- 
ing a male registration of 2,352, as 
against 2,207 the second day in 
1892. The day was. unmarred by any 
unseemly incidents anywhere, and there was 
even a dearth of the ordinary ludicrous hap- 
penings. By 3 o’clock not more than 50 per 
cent of those registering had appeared. The 
busy hours were from 5 o'clock to 8. Every 
precinct closed sharp at 9 o'clock, 
with no one waiting to be registered. 
In the Eleventh Precinct of the First Ward 
between twenty and thirty men were regis- 
tered from No. 864 Clark street. The Dem- 
ocratic judge in this precinct is said to bea 
lodger at this number. Oct. 8 a canvass of 
this building showed six lodgers only. In the 
Thirteenth Precinct a Chinaman was regis- 
tered. 

Democratic thugs stole and partially de- 
stroyéd the memorandum book kept by Frank 
Hall Childs, Republican challenger in the 
Tenth Precinct of the Second Ward. At 
8:40 o’clock, as the work of registration was 
drawing to a close, a man, utknown to 
Childs, but one who had béen loafing in the 
polling place all day, entered the room in 
which the clerk was at work. He seized the 
book in which Childs was writing. 
Childs resisted, and in the struggle the book 
was torn in half. The unknown man ran out 
the door and disappeared. Childs followed 
him, as did the policeman on duty at the polling 
place. They say they saw him enter the sa- 
leon of Daniel Curran, one of the Demo- 
cratic judges of election in the Tenth Pre- 
einct. They did not attempt to follow him. 
Childs said he feared assault. The thief got 
the half of the book which contained most 
of the names. Childs will report 
the case to the Election Board at 
its sitting Thursday and will also look it up as 
an individual. There are two Democratic 
judges in this. precinct, and they raiged objec- 
tions all the morning to Chiids’ presence, For 
this reason Childs suspected the plot which 
was accomplished in the evening. A week ago 
the judges forcibly ejected him from the poll- 
ing place. Childsis certain he can dentify 
the thief. ; 

Democrats Steal the Books. 

The Republican clerk and challenger in the 
Sixteenth Precinct of the Second Ward re- 
ported at Republican headquarters just be- 
fore midnight that the Democratic judges and 
clerks had stolen all of the books and records 
connected with the registration, and had left 
the Republican officials without a scratch 
of a pen to show for their labors. 
They said the Democratic clerk had 
left the pollmg place several times 
during the day, carrying the revision book 
with him. About 4 o’clock he left, saying he 
was going to Evanston and would not come 
back. At9o’clock the Democratic officials, 
backed by a dozen ward heelers, carried off 
everything in sight, refusing to allow the Re- 
publicans to copy the names or retain any of 
the books. The police refused to interfere, 
and the gang departed in triumph. 

Political calculations last evening gave the 
registration in the Second Ward at 2,052. 

In the Fourth Ward the total entry was 
1,752 names. Of this number 578 were 
women, 


Republican Whips Out His Revolver. 
In the Fifth Ward attempts were made by 

the Democrats in about twelve of the pre 

cincts to prevent the Republican challengers 
from using their identification books. In 
four cases the attempts were successful. The 
challenger at the Twentieth Precinct was 
threatened with arrest and intimidated into 
putting his note-book out of sight. In other 
cases a gang of city employés, led by 
fireman at the Twenty- 
second street pumping station. held 
up the Republicans and tock their 
books forcibly from them. They were not 
able to do this as often as they wished, as the 
Republicans were mostly in _ sufficient 
strength to defend themselves. One of this 
crowd going to register at the Fifth Precinct 
polling place in a state of semi-intoxication 
was asked certain questions by the Republican 
judge, Wiliiam Peterman, and being too 
muddled to answer clearly lost his temper. 
Mr, Peterman warned him that if he did not 
answer the necessary questions put to him he 
would not be allowed to register, Thereupon 
the fellow struck Peterman, who at once, see- 
ing that the gang around him was menacing, 
drew his revolver and prepared to defend 
himeelf. Not liking the new complexion thus 
put on affairS the gang cleared out quickiy, 
and it is not certainly known whether the man 
who struck the blow succeeded in registering. 
For the time being he did not. In the Seventh 
Precinct the Democrats went to the length of 
arresting the Republican challenger, Henry 
Byer, and succeeded in having him held to 
bail for disorderly conduct. The Democratic 
judge objected to Byer taking descriptions of 
men who registered and Byer refused to be 
dictated to by him. The Democrats thén 
made formal complaint to Police Officer 

Fitzpatrick, who was present on duty. 

The officer said the police had received 
instructions to prevent note-taking whenever 
complained of, and said he would arrest 
Byer unless he desisted from taking notes. 
Byer maintained that he was doing nothing 
unlawful and that no one had any right to in- 
terfere with him. (fficer Fitzpatrick then ar- 
rested him and took him to the Twenty-second 
Street Police Station. There Lieut. Barrett 
sustained the patrolman’s action and refused 
to allow Byer out of custody, except on the 
usual bail for disorderly conduct in a bond of

In almost every precinct in the Seventh 
Ward the total figures present an increase 
the Presidential registra- 
tion. The friction observed the first day 
of registration was not noticed yesterday. 
Republican hallengers, as a rule, 
did not use their identification books, prefer- 
ring to abide by the views of the Election 
Board, The Republicans complained some- 
what that the police were bei used to in- 
timidate recently naturalized ssian Jews, 
The total registration for the day was 1.845 
males. It is said 98 per cent of the voters in 
the ward have registered. 

Fine registration results were achieved in 
the Eighth Ward. The feeling between the 
Ryan and Lawler factions brought out the en- 
tire strength of the voting population, the 
friends of each béing incessant in their efforts 
yesterday to register every able-bodied voter. 
The number ran up to 1,417. 

There was a lively time at No. 800 Ashland 
avenue last evening where 300 Ninth Ward 
representatives received figures. At this 
place precinct captains of the Ward an- 
nounced a registration of 1,344 male voters, 
The precinct returns showed 160 women reg- 
istered, 

Yesterday’s registration in twenty-six pre- 
cincts of the Tenth Ward showed a total of 
3,455 voters. The total number of voters 
registered in the ward, not including’women, 
was estimated at a late hour at 12,500, an 
increase of nearly 2,500 on the list of 1892, 
or 25 per cent more thaa the largest registra- 
thon ever before known. ' 

The second day of registration in the Elev- 
enth Ward added a large number of vaters to 
the lists, The largest increases were in the 
precincts in the northern end of the ward, 
where most of the voters are workingmen. 


The total male registration was put at 


1,546. 

In the Twelfth Ward the Republicans claim 
to have a long leading majority, but it was 
admitted by Republicans that the Democratic 
leaders never worked so hard before in get- 
ting out every man they could claim, and that 
they will undoubtedly iticrease the number of 
Democratic voters over former years. The 
total male registration was 1.978. 

In the Thirteenth Ward there was a larger 
increase iu the registration than wag expect- 
ed by either party. The total increase was 
estimated at 2,800,for the ward—700 women 
included. 

The number of persons registering in the 
Fourteenth Ward yesterday was greater than 
expected, few of the logal voters failing to

In the Eighteenth Ward the total vote 
registered was 2,536, which brings the grand 
total of the ward vote to over 10,000. It was 
a perfectly quiet day. The total vote regis- 
tered, including last Tuesday, is by far the 
largest ever registered in the ward. 

By yesterday’s additions to the regiatry lists 
the voting strength of the Nineteenth Ward 
was shown to be 10,977. A quiet day with 
2,562 men’s names added to the lists. 

The judges were lonesome in the Twentieth 
Ward, The registration was larger than was 
expected for the second day, however, aver- 
aging sixty to a precinct. There were 1,215 
men added to the lists. | 

Registration was lively in every precinct of 
the ‘Twenty-first Ward, and the result was a 
material increase in the number of persons 
entitled to vote at the forthcoming election, 
The total registration yesterday was 1,839, of 
which number 312 were women and 1,527 
men, 

It was an exceedingly peaceful day in the 
Twenty-second Ward, and there was a fair 
registration. There were 1,531 names of 
males added to the list. a 

The registration in the Twenty-third Ward 
proved a heavy one. It exceeded that of last 
week by nearly 2,100. 

The results yesterday in the Twenty-fourth 
Ward demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
ward leaders of both parties that the Twenty- 
fourth Ward would have not fewer than 9,000 
votes election day.

CANADIAN PACIFIC MAKES TROUBLE.

WILL NOT ABSORB SWITCHING CHARGE. 


Western Roads Deaf to the Entreaties of 
Chicsrgo Live Stock Shippers, 
A meeting of General Managers of Western 


ley’s office in The Rookery”’ yesterday. Con- 
sideration was given to the question of switeh- 
ing charges at the Stock- Yards in this city. 
About six months ago the railroads, which 
previously had made no charge for switching 
cars of live stock to and from the Stock- 
Yards, decided to exact a $2 charge a car 
from the shipper. The reason given by the 
railroads for making the charge was that the 
Union Stock-Yards, which previously had 
made no charge for using its tracks, had de- 
cided to exact $2a car, and that they (the 
railroads) could notafford to take the amount 
out of the freight rate they were getting. 
Live stock shippers here claimed the addi- 
tional charge for switching tended to divert 
the cattle from Chicago to St. Louis, Kansas 
City, and Omaha, where no such switching 
charge was made. The Chicago Live Stock 
Exchange has made strenuous efforts during 
the last six months to induce the railroads to 
remove this enormous tax, but without avail. 
They have lately threatened to institute pro- 
ceedings against the railroadg before the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission for discrim- 
ination against the Chicago shippers. For 
this reason the General Managers met yester- 
day and counsel were consulted as to whether 
or not such allegations could be substan- 
tiated. The lawyers stated that in their 
opinion the Inter-State Commision could 
not prosecute a case of kind, as 
the action of the railroads in making che $2 
switching charge at Chicago did not consti- 
tute unjust discrimination. The switching 
charge was made because the service costs 
the railroads that amount and all shippers 
were charged alike. While no such charge 
was made at St. Louis, Kansas City, and 
Omaha, the conditions at thuse points are 
entirely different. The railroads, it was 
claimed, were on the verge of bankruptcy 
and could not afford to absorb switching 
charges inflicted upon them by the Union 
Stock-Yards. The final outcome was the 
adoption of a resolution to make no change 
and take the chances of prosecution before 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission.

Lake Shore official said today that the com- 
mittee had not yet put in its appearance at 
the headquarters of the road, but that if the 
firemen had grievances they would probably 
be adjusted without any difficulty.

District Attorney Clopton today called up in 
the Federal Court the demurrer to the injunc- 
tion proceedings issued by Judge Thayer dur- 
ing the American Railway Union strike last 
July against Debs and the other chief officers, 
Elliott, director of the strike here, and over 
100 strikers in this city, ‘The defendants’ at- 
torneys were not in court at 10 a. m. It de- 
fendants’ attorneys do not make an appear- 
ance the Judge announced he will pass upon 
the demurrer Wednesday. 

Faux River, Mass., Oct. 23.—The striking 
weavers are still gaining in numbers. The 
mills have lost 1,200 looms since jyesterday, 
making a total ot 4,700 since Satgrday. At 
a meeting of the strikers today it was voted 
to request a conference with the manoufactur- 
ers, when it is probable that they will ask 
that the same concessions be granted the 
weavers as were granted the spinaers. It is 
stated the manufacturers will make no con- 
cessions. 


“BIG FOUR” SHOPS ARE BURNED. 


Fire Also Wipes Out Roundhouses of the 
Company at Wabash. 

Wasn, Ind., Oct. 24.— [Special.]—Wa- 
bash was visited at midnight tonight by the 
worst fire in its history. The extensive shops 
and roundhouses of the Michigan division of 
the “Big Four were almost wiped out. 
Shortly before 12 o’clock a slight explosion 
of natural gas in the machine shop set the 
interior of the structure, 50x400, in two 
stories, ablaze and the roundhouse on the 
east andthe car repair shop on the south 
were a few moments later a sheet of flame, 
There were twelve engines in the shops and 
east and west roundhouses, all but four of 
which were saved. Twocoaches and two ca- 
booses in the cat shop were cousumed and 
half a dozen freight cars also burned. Over 
one hundred men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment and half of these lost their tools. It 
is impossible to get an accurate estimation of 
the loss, but it Will be at least $100,000, 
with insurance about one-half, placed, it is 
said, in Cincinnati. a 


PIGHTING FIRE IN OOPLEY SWAMP. 


Cattle Suffocated and People of Akron Saf- 
fer from the Smoke. 


Axrow, O., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—Tbe con- 
dition of the fires in Copley Swamp has im- 
proved. The wind prevents the fire from 
spreading with rupidity, and the fighters of 
the flames feel much encouraged. A dead 
line has been dug fifteen feet wide and five 
feet deep, and it is hoped to stop the progress 
of the flames here. A herd of thirteen fine 
Jersey cattle belonging to John W. Frank 
were caught in a circle of fire yesterday and 
suffocated to death. The smoke darkens the 
city by day and is suffocating at right.

OAL TRUTHS TO, INDIANTANS. 


He Shows How Foreigners Are the Bene- 
ficiaries of the Gorman B:ll=Mexico 
and Canada Profit at the Expense of 
Western Farmers Threats of Further 
Tariff Tinkering Cause Depression=Bay- 
ard Makes a Bourbon Speech=Stevenson 
Addresses Big Crowds in Missouri. 

Ricumonp, Ind., Oct, 23,—[Special.]—At 
the earest request of prominent Republicans 

Gen. Harrison spoke here this afternoon on 

his way to New York. He was greeted. by a 

good.crowd and spoke as follows: 

‘“*T have been reading in the newspapers of 


trains being held up in Indian Territory, but 


scarcely expected the Pennsylvania fast ex- 
press would be held up by the people of 
Wayne County, where order is so good. I 
do not know what I can say, ex- 
cept that we have been gong through 
a period of distress. Not a 
man or woman but has felt the value of his 
or her property or wages shrinking.

Under this new tariff bill they have taken the 
maket which belongs to Ohio, Indiana, and 
Iilinois. In Canada business is also improv- 
ing. These people can bring goods in cheaper 
than ever before, because there is more of a 
market, and it is perfectly natural for trade 
to be good in Canada and Mexico. 

„What is there in the tariff bill to make 
trade better than before? I want some 
one to tell how the new tariff bill makes the 
market better in the United States. If more 
foreign goods are brought into the United 
States does it not necessarily follow there will 


be less market for our goods? If there 
are more goods brought in than be- 
fore, -it must fellow there will be 
less market for our farmers, less 


employment for our labor, and less prosper- 
ity for our manufacturers. Until we catch up 
with that marsh light, which Mr. Wilson and 
others call the markets of the world, we wiil 
not improve. The necessity to buy on the 
part of the poorer classes has caused a tem- 
porary improvement, but the great ships of 
trade and manufactures are not putting out 
on the seas of the markets. They are simply 
skirting along the coasts. There is 2 
the new bill to bring them out. The 
tendencies are all the other way. Since 
the adjournment of Congress the great war 
on American industries has ceased, but they 
have issued the unlucky proclamation that 
they will begin again in December. The Dem- 
ocrats are not satisfied with their own bill.

CROWD THEM ALL ON THE LAND. 

Of thé sixty-five million people of the 
United States about twenty-five millions live 
on and by the land. The remaining forty 
millions depend fora living op manufactur- 
ing, transportation, etc. If the policy recom- 
mended by Englisn statesmen were to be car- 
ried out and this country to depend on Great 
Britain and Europe for its manufactures, con- 
fining itself almost exclusively to the produc- 
tion of breadstuffs, provisions, and other arti- 
cles intended for foreign consumption, at 
least ten out of the forty millions would: be 
thrown back on the land. 

But the land would not have the utility it 
possesses now. At present much of: it is em- 
ployed for the cultivation of fruits and vege- 
tables which must be consumed at home if 
at all, for they will not stand transportation 
abroad. Truck gardening is a great and 
growing industry. The belt of land on the 
eastern shore of Lake Michigan sent to the 
Chicago markets this year about 80,000 tons 
ot produce over and above what the growers 
themselves consumed. Had there been no 
home market the land thus utilized would 
have had to be used for raising something 
which could be disposed of on the other side 
of the ecean, Western Michigan is not the 
only section where truck gardening is carried 
on and where agricultural methods would 
bave to be changed radically if the power of 
the home market to consume were lessened, 

Many of the surplus products of the U nited 
States, such as cotton and wheat, for instance, 
are bringing at this time prices so low as to 
make it seem ad visable to limit rather than to 
add to their acreage,“and to diminish rather 
than to increase the number of persons who 
live by raising those staples. What would the 
consequences be then were ten million more 
persons to be throtn on the lahd and also the 
purchasing power of the cities, which are the 
great consumers of garden products, so re. 
duced as to make it necessary for land owners 
to give up truck-farming except for domestic 
use and go to raising the crops for export? 

One of two things must ensue as the result 
of Democratic free trade. MacVeagh’s plan 
is that the United States enter into active 
manufacturing competition with all the na- 
tions of the earth to find out which can starve 
the otherinto submission. First American 
wages are lowered, so that American goods 
begin to compete in neutral markets with 
those of Eugland and other nations. They, de- 
termined not to be driven from the field, cut 
down wages, and begin vnderselling the 
Americans. The latter meet the transatlantic 
wage cut and continue competing. Then 
their antagonists must cut still more or cry 
„ enough. In this contest that nation which 
reaches first the point where starvation will 
follow on the heels of another wage reduction 
will be the first one to drop out of the race. 
The one which can stand the most punishment 
and the greatest privations will be the victor. 
Mr. MacVeagh—a philanthropic and tender- 
hearted statesman—is quite confident that the 
pangs of hunger will gnaw the entrails of Eu- 
ropeans sooner and more sharply than those 
of Americans, and that the death rate from 
starvation will grow more rapidly there than 
here. 

If the United States does not engage in this 
ghastly contest, but decides to quit manufact- 
uring for itself, and to become simply a 
raiser of raw materials for other countries, 
the cost of transportation on which it pays, 
receiving in return manufactures for the 
transportation of which it also pays, then the 

ten millions of persons spoken of above will 
ee eee the land, or be- 
come a public charge. And since the price 
received for the exports of this oountry de- 
pends on the prices asked by other competi- 
tors, the wheat-raisers of this country, whose 
surpluses Will be greater than ever. will have 
to lower their prices if the wheat-raisers of 
Argentina or India begin undersellmg them. 
Then there will be an agricultural instead of a 
manufacturing duel. |

CUTTING THE DOLLAR IN TWO. 

The Atlanta Constitution complains that 
cotton is selling in Georgia at 5 cents per 
pound, and asks how much money the busi- 
ness-men and railroads of that State will get 
out of the crop at that price. The question, 
which is asked by a paper advocating free 
silver coinage because that would make 
cheaper dollars, may be answered by another. 
How much better off would the cotton plant- 
ers of Georgia and the railroads be if cotton 
were sold at ten Half dollars per 100 pounds 
than they now are with cotton selling at five 
whole dollars per 100 pounds? Could they 
buy any more with the money received for 
the cotton than they now can buy with the 
proceeds of the crop? And if not, what ad- 
vantage could they gain by the change? The 
New York Sun shows by comparative figures 
that if we should go back to the prices of 
1869 it would require no less cotton at 10 
cents per pound to buya given quantity of 
flour, sugar, tea, pork, and other similar 
articles than it does now at 5cents per pound 
for cotton, and the planter who is out of debt 
would be no better off than he now is. The 
Sun suggests a shorter, simpler, and more 
effective method of raising the price of cot- 
ton from 5 to 10 cents than the adoption of 
free silver coinage at a rating of the white 
metal of double what it actually is worth. It 
is to cut the gold dollar into two and make it 
consist of 12.9 grains instead of 25.8: grains. 
This would double prices all round, and halve 
all debts quite as surely as substituting half 
worth silver for gold as the standard of value, 
and be a much less expensive operation than 
the one proposed by the free silver monometal- 
lists. 

Of course the Sun does not favor the change 
here outlined. But it says truly that if the 
wrong proposed by the silver extremists is to 
be perpetrated it ought to be done without 
disguise by reduemg the value of the gold 
dollar, and not under the cloak of restoring 
the free coinage of silver. Thea the people 
would understand the thing in its true colors. 
The workingman would kuow that it would 
take away from him half of his little accumu- 
lations in the savings bank, and that he would 
have to struggle for a theoretical doubling of 
his wages in order that they should have the 
earme effective buymg power as have the 
wages he receives today. He would under- 
stand that till this raise was accomplished, 
which might take years to do or might never 
be reached, he would be at a great disadvan- 
tage, and one far greater than that he has been 
placed under by the advent of the Democrats 
to power. He might appreciate the fact that 
the cutting of the dollar in two would work 
only to the profit of the men who have got 
hold of property without paying for it, that it 
is the comparatively rich men who hold the 
gréat bulk of the property in the country and 
city and are in debt for it, so that it is they 
who would reap nearly all the benefit from 
the change while the loss would fall on the 
poorer members of the community. 


“MONEY” WANTED BY POPULISTS. 

The Atlanta Journal has done the State 
fand the rest of the country] some service 
in printing a liat of the more prominent bills 
that have been introduced into Congress by 
Populist leaders, with a reasonable estimate 
of the amounts of money that would be 
required to carry out the provisions of those 
bills in case they were enacted into laws. 
Stating the amounts in millions, by the omis- 
sion of six ciphers in each case, the items 
presented are as follows: The bili by Repre- 
sentative Davis, providing for loans to cer- 
tain mortgage debturs, 10,000; Clover’s two 
bills, to loan money to States, cities, and mu- 
nicipalities, 22,000; Senator Peffer's bill 
to loan not exceeding $2,500 to any 
individual applying, having real estate 
security, an immediate issue ot not less than 
700 millions, and an ultimate issue of so much 
more that the amount hardly can be guessed 
atiintelligently; Kern’s bill to establish a 
government bank in each county, where not 
included in previous estimates, 1.000; Wat- 
ton's bills are not estimated, being included, 
in prineiple, in previous estimates; Hud- 
son’s pension vill would require the imme- 
diate issue of 1.500; Davis’ industrial army 
bill, 500 annually; Peffer’s charity bill, 6; 
Boen’s bill for internal improvements, 500; 
Boen’s bill for the extermination of the Rus- 
sian thistle, one; Peffer’s rain-water bill, 20. 

These gstimates sum upa total of 35,507 
millions and do not include any duplication, 
any items of expenditure proposed in the 
bills named, nor the salaries of the many 
thousands of officials it would be found neces- 
sary to employ under their provisions, It 
would be moderate to estimate the amount 
required under Peffer’s loan bill at 15.000 
millions, which in round numbers would 
bring the total up to fifty billions of dollars, 
or five times the entire volume of currency in 
the world, including minor coins and tokens. 
Of course it is proposed that this enormous 
volume of money should ve in paper, and 
is not proposed that any of the paper shouid 
have behind it a provision to redeem in any- 
thing more valuable than itself. 

The Journal says truly that any one of 
ordinary intelligence ktows what our paper 
„money would be worth under such cir. 
cumstances, But it is unfortunate that the 
fellows who propose these schemes are nof 
men of ordinary intelligence, or else they are 
thoroughbred knaves and the people who are 
beguiled with their claptrap talk do not stop 
to think for themselves. The stuff soon 
would sink in value till it was worth just 
nothing at all. Aman could not buy bread 
or coal with it at equal weights, 
pound for pound, Everybody could get 
that kind of money without the 
necessity of exchanging for it his labor 
or any of the products of labor. 
‘Hence he would not exchange those things 
for the trash, and it would be utterly useless 
for buying purposes, which is all that mon- 
ey is good for, ex in the hands of a 
scoundrel who wants to cheat honest people, 
The Populist erase for cheap money, so 
cheap that anybody who wants it can get it 
without working for it, is an arrant delusion. 
It is based on the silly notion that it is possi-

THE Late MONROE Aar ; 
The death of Monroe Heath, ex- Mayor of 
this city, has removed one of Chicago’s most 
useful and publie spirited citizens, Born in 
New England and brought up under New 
England influences, he was a man of strong, 
resolute, and upright character. With the 
exception of his terms as Mayor, his life was 
spent in active business. The earlier part of 
his career was one of self-denial for himself 
and hard work for others, which laid the 
foundation of his subsequent usefulness as a 
citizen. He followed business in New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, and Massachusetts with suc- 
cess, and then went to New Orleans, where he 
engaged as clerk in the paints and oils busi- 
ness. This was the beginning of his perma- 
nent success in life, though before he came 
to Chicago, like thousands of others, he went 
to California as one of the great gold-bunt- 
ing colony. 


Mr. Heath came to Chicago in 1851 aud 


with his brother bought a paint store, He 
started business in a small way, but gradually 
developed it until his house became one of 
the best known in the West, though for some 
time before his death he had ceased to take 
an active interest in the business. He was in 
no sense a politielan or a seeker for office. 
He served two terms in the Council, dnd dis- 
played such sound business sense and sterling 
integrity that in 1876 she office of Mayor was 
tendered to him without his seeking it, and 
he was elected by a large majority, and re- 
elected in 1877. He was one of the best Mayors 
Chicago has had. A thoroughly equipped 
business-man, he conducted the administra- 
tion of municipal affairs on business prin- 
ciples. He was at his office atan early hour 
every day, and his employés were there also, 
Offices were not closed to allow clerks to go 
out and electioneer or to help stuff registra- 
tion lists. They were always to be found at 
their desks and the public was treated with 
courtesy and its business promptly looked 
after, which, it goes without saying, is not the 
case now. In his own duties he was active, 
Vigilant, methodical, and untiring, and 
with this business-man at the head 
of affairs, instead of a partisan trick- 
ster as now, the affairs of the city 
were placed upon a sound and healthy 
basis. It is to be taken into account also that 
Mr. Heath seayed through terms of political 
excitement and financial difficulties. He was 
first elected as the immediate outcome of the 
Colvin-Hoyne contest, beating Mark Kimball 
by a majority of 11,539, andatatime when 
political excitement was running high. After 
serving out the incomplete term he was elect- 
ed the next year over Perry H. Smith asa re- 
form and business candidate, ard it was dur- 
ing this term that he grappled with grave 
financial difficulties and satisfactorily settled 
them. He brought to the performance of his 
duties untiring energy. straightforward and 
skilled business methods, and spotless in- 
tegrity, in all of which particulars his admin- 
istration stands out in strong contrast with 
the curse of the Hopkins incubus now resting 
upon the city. 


A SPECIMEN OF POPULIST CIPHERING. 

The County Clerk has a great deal of figur- 
ing to do in the extending of taxes and it is 
important that he should be accuratein his 
work. Therefore it will not be safeto elect 
to that position the Populist candidate, named 
Adair, for he is far from being a good cipher- 
er. Hesaidina speech made last Sunday 
that— 


There were in the United States 832 acres of 
land for every man. woman, and child. One-third 
of this, he said, was highly productive and tilla- 
ble and capable of producing an income of $2,000 
a year to the farm. His remedy for all evils was 
that everybody should demand his 100 acres of 
land and proceed to live fromits income. In 


this way all were to become farmers, and poverty, 


ignorance, and vice were to be abolished. 

The area of the United States, including 
Alaska, is three and a half millions of square 
miles, or 2,240 million acres. The population 
is in round numbers seventy millions. There- 
fore if the national domain were to be divided 
equally between the men, women, and chil- 
dren of the republic each one of them would 
get only thirty-two acres of land,and not 332. 

It is not true that one-third of the area of 
the United States is highly productive and 
tillable.“ The area of really good land does 
not exceed a million square miles, or 640 
millions of acres. If that were divided each 
person would have nine acres instead of 100. 
That would give forty-five acres to the aver- 
age family of five. Evenif a good deal of 
land of rather inferior quality were included 
it is impossible to squeeze out more than 
fourteen and a half acres per head. 

It will be seen that Adair, though a printer 
and a me mber of an intelligent class of men, 
is not good ut figures. The children in the 
public schools would put him to shame, Nor 
does he seem to know any more about farm- 
ing than about arithmetic. He says a hun- 
dred acres of fertile land will produce an in- 
come of $2,000 a year. No body of land in 
the United States of equal area is as fertile as 
lilinois. And yet the average Illinois farmer 
does not receive from his farm of 164 acres 
more than a thousand dol.arsa year. At that 
rate what will the forty-five acres of a family 
produce? That is an easy sum except per- 
haps for Adair. 

If the profits of farming are what he says 
they are, why does not he proceed to gather 
them in. He can rent a hundred acres of [)- 
linois land from the present owners. If itis 
unimproved he would pay no higher rent than 
he would have to pay the State if the land 
had been Georgeified. Why does not he rent 
some of that unimproved land, build himself 
a little home there, and enjoy the serenity and 
profits of an agricultural existence—" point 
to brighter worlds, and lead the way? 

He would not go, even though the price of 
composition were only 10 cénts a thousand 
and the vacant acres of the country elamored 
to him to come out and fill them with pump- 
k ius and with corn. Wild horses could not draw 
himaway from the excitements of the town. 
Nor would any of the workingmen of the city, 
employed or unemployed, be coaxed or driven 
to share the farmer’s hard, uncertain lot—not 
even as State tenants. They will not take to 
the land till. that last minute, when, much 
against their wishes, their bodies are com- 
mitted to it forever. 

Adair knows this. Why then this miserable 
rubbish about every man demandimg his nine- 
acre lot, and poverty. ignorance, and vice dis- 
appearing from the earth as a consequence? 
It nine acres, or any number of acres apiece, 
were given to the unemployed city working- 
men they would sell their holdings or lease 
them. Those who tried to cultivate them 
would give them up before the first winter 
was over. 

Have not these men whom Adair is trying 
to deceive sense enough tosee that what 
they want is not permission to rent land 
from the State—they can rent it now just as 
cheaply from the owners—but permission to 
work and get good wages? They cannot get 
that permission as long asthe Democratic 
party is in power. They can get it as soon as 
they vote the Democrats out and vote the 
Republicans in, For the Republican policy 
has always been to give work to the workless 
and wages to the wagéless. When that party 
saw men idle it set to work to provide them 
with profitable employment. When the Dem- 


done his best. 
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This is a Socialist currency. The advocates 
of State socialism say that at the end of the 
week or the day a man shall receive a certifi. 
eate signed by the particular superintendent 
—once a walking delegate—who is his boss, 
to the effect that he has performed a certain 
number of hours’ work. On presentation of 
that certificate at any government truck 
store he can reveive in whatever commodities 
he may wish the equivalent of his hours of 
labor. If he has worked six hours, he can 
draw some yards of cotton cloth, some 
baton, molasses, salt, and tobacco, and take 
a glass of beer to use up the last fraction of 
the exchange value of hia certificate. Or in 
exchange for it he can take any single 
article which represents as much labor as his 
certificate shows he performed. 

- With such a currency as this in use there 
would be no need for gold or silver money 
any more than there is when a ccal miner 
makes all his purchases at the truck store and 
occupies premises owned by the company and 
is doctored by the company's physician. The 
Socialists prefer this scrip or certificate cur- 
rency because no man would have any incen- 
tive to save it up. He could not become a 
Captain of Industry and rise above his fellows 
no matter how much he accumulated of it. 
If a man did economize he could make no 
profit by doing so. 

A currency of this kind cannot exist except 
under a system of State social‘sm where the 
labor of every man is regulated by the walk- 
ing delegates. It is true McGlynn is in favor 
of the free coinage of silver, and that metal 
does have intrinsic value, though only half 
what it had twenty years ago. But it may be 
that McGlynn thinks that the drop from the 
gold basis to the labor-certificate basis would 
be rather too sudden. He prefers to let the 
community down gently. First a fall from 
full-value money to half-value money, and 
second the rejection of all money which has 
intrinsic value and the substitution therefor 


of time tickets, the exact exchangeable value 


of which at the company’s store will be regu- 
lated by the council of walking delegates, 

As McGlynn is for the Socialist currency he 
must be for socialism. He must have trav- 
eled clear through Georgeism, Populism, and 
free s.lverism and have reached the desert of 
State socialism. Having gone so far, he may 
go farther still and wind up, if he lives long 
enough, as a militant Anarchist. 


Ir is fortunate for the long suffering people 
of Chicago that there is one thing which can- 
not be utilized for partisan purposes by Mayor 
Hopkins, and that thing is soft coal smoke, 
It is owing to this fact that when a delegation 
of soft coal dealers, headed by Percy White- 
head, went to him and sought, first by com- 
plaints and then by threats, to induce him to 
let up on the war against this particular aui 
sance, he stubbornly refused and notified them 
that so long as there was a deniand for the 
enforcement of-the smoke ordinance he 
should attempt to enforce it. It is encourag- 
ing to observe that Mayor Hopkins is in this 
mood, and it is to be hoped that the interview 
he has had with these soft coal dealers will 
stiffen him up still more and inspire him to 
renewed effort in the direction of suppressing 
this nuisance. There is much to be done yet.

It will also be 
good news to the people of this city who long 
ago had given up hope that any nuisance 
would be suppressed. They will watch with 
im patience to see the Mayor begin the good 
work,

FAD m PUT BAOK UNDER THE NAME 
OF MOLDING. 


Members of the School Management Com- 
mittee Denounce Its Introduction, but 
Take no Action on the Subject at Their 
Meeting=—Say It Was Indorsed Unbe- 
kaowa to the Hoard When the Out- 
line Was Adopted—qually Time Over 
the Adoption of a New Text Book. 

Perhaps the most remarkable phenomenon 
of Chicago city government is the invincible 
passion of the school officials and the Board 
of Education for mud. If they can have the 
school children puddimg in mud, under the 
name of study. they are happy; and if they 
canvot they are miserable. They seem to 
think nothing can be imparted to a child’s 
mind without wet clay, which he can squeeze 
with his fingers and make into an illustration 
of the lesson he happens to be studying. 

Until a year ago a great feature in the 
Chicago schools was clay modeling. At that 
time the clay was not even used to illustrate 
any branch of study, but was cultivated for 


its own inherent beauty. The pupils, though 


their time at school was short and they 
would in a year or two be struggiing 
for existence in some workshop or 
store, devoted their precious hours to 
making mud apples, mud cubes, mud pup- 
pies. When they went out afterward into the 
cold world and asked for employment they 
were astonished at not being asked whether 
they could model in clay, and at being ques- 
tioned as to their knowledge of the three R’s. 

Gradually this stute of things came to light 
and created great dissatisfaction. The fad 
was costing the county $450 a year and cost- 
ing the children hours of precious time with- 
out any valuable return whatever. When 
people sent their children out to make pur- 
chases they came back with too little change, 
and when they were reproached for their ig- 
norance of arithmetic they began to boast 
about some pear or pickle which they couid 
model in clay. At last the press was com- 
pelled to take the matter up, and, after a good 
deal of hammering, succeeded in driving this 
imbecile fad out of the public school course 


of study. ‘ 


Pisslon for Mud Persistent. 


The public breathed easier when this had 
been done, and solaced itself with believing 
the school officials had been so unmercifully 
drubbed they wou. d never again allow a pan 
of mud in one of the public schools. But the 
public did not dream how persistent the pas- 
sion of these officials for mud pies had be- 
come, It waked up to a knowiedge of the 
fact, however, as soon as it got eyes on a 

mphlet with a green cover. called Out- 

ine of Course of Study, Public Schools, City 
of Chicago. This was the result of many 
midsummer meditations by Supt. Lane and 
his assistants; and the leading feature in it 
was mud. They seem to have thought the 
weather was so Warm. and so many people 
were out of the city, it would not be 
noticed if they slyly inserted mud pies once 


more in the course of study. They did this, 


only they called it molding.“ and placed it 
in the department of geography, so that when 
a child read of an island or mountain he 
could at once seize a lump of mud and make 
a —, island or mountain to fix it in his 
mind. 

In this way Supt. Lane and his assistants 
smuggled the mud back into the course, 
not only unknown to the public, but 
even to the Board of Education, which, June 
4. solemnly adopted the new outline with- 
out objection or hesitation. Indeed, when a 
reporter for Tun Tammo called on some of 
them Monday to explain why they had gone 
back to mud teaching they indignantly denied 
they had done so, and boldiy insisted the new 
outline contained nothing of the kind. But 
the following extracts show the contrary:

Pan aud Mud in Full Blast. 


Not only has mud molding been put back 
in the course of teaching, but the schools are 
adopting it with might and main. At the 


Franklin School, and probably many others, 


the pan and the mud are ir full blast. and 
teachers and pupils need to take a bath be- 
fore they can pick up their hats or eat lunch. 
Not only so, but the teachers here in some 
way or other have been coerced into buying 
with their own scanty earnings the tin pans 
and other appliances necessary to the fad. 
It is apparently the purpose to return ulti- 
mately to nud molding, and again consume 
one-half of the precious time of the pupils in 
constructing mud facsimiles of geometrical 
figures and gems of beauty from natural 
history. Whether they will succeed is, how- 
ever, fortunately a different matter. 

How many of the schools hate been started 
on this muddy career is unkaown. Strange 
to say, it is unknown to the school Superin- 
tendents and members of the School Board. 
A reporter for Taz Trisunz appealed to 
Supt. Lane and Assistant Superictendent 
Sabin forthis information, and they th 
said they not only did not know this of i 
own knowledge, but had no report nor docu- 
ment from which they could learn the fac 
aboutit. They were inclined to think there 
was but little mud-molding gomg on, though 
it was required by the outline; and they knew 
nothing about it, though they are paid to 
know such things, and for nothing else. They 
kindly invited the reporter to make the tour 
of the schools and find out for himself. 

As for the members of the School Manage- 
ment committee, some of them declared Mon- 
day that at their meeting the next day, Tues- 
day, they could knock out the mud pie fad. 
But they didn’t. The committee met, but it 
did nothing about mud. A. S. Trude, Presi- 
— of the Board of Education, said Mon- 

ay: 

The reason I did not know the schools were 
wallowing in mud again is that I was out of town 
when the new outline was adopted. Still, we 
have such a volume of business to attend to we 
cannot be expected to discover a thing tucked 
away in such few words. I am dead against 
mud. We kicked it out once, and I am a 
it has got back.

Question of a New Book. 

Then came the question of adopting a new 
oral arithmetic compiled by Assistant Super- 
intendents Sabin and Kirk and printed by the 
schoot book trust. The book is to sell at 24 
cents a copy, and each chiid will have to buy 
two volumes during the course. Disussion of 
this book took a squally turn. Mr. Rosenthal 
declared the book would cost the school chil- 
dren $75,000. He said ne had shown the 
book to four pubiishing houses in Chicago. 
The highest price puton it by any of them 
was 12 cents. We could have saved $40,- 
000 by buying the manuscript of that book 
for $500 and havingt it printed in Chicago,” 
he declared. Call it extortion! It's worse 
than that; it’s robbery.”’ 

Mr. Errant had something to say about the 
efforts of tne company’s agents to have the 
book adopted and the change that had come 
over some of the board members thereby.

MARSHALS AFTER OAPI. EDGAR 


Charged with a Crime That Is Punishable 
by Death. 

The United States Marshal of the Northern 
District of Illinois and the Marshals of the 
other districts along the great lakes are 4ook- 
ing for a man who is under indictment for an 
offense which under the Federal statutes is 
punishable by death. The man is Capt. Will- 
iam Edgar, master of the schooner Our Son, 
belonging to Port Huron. The last Federal 
grand jury returned an indictment charging 
Capt. Edgar with criminal assault, the al- 
leged victim of the assault being a woman 
who was employed as cook on his vessel. The 
woman is Rose Johnson and her story is that 
early in August iast she obtained employment 
on the vessel, which was leaving Chicago for 
Buffalo. While the vessel was in the middle 
of Lake Michigan, she ciaims, the assault was 
committed. According to her story she did 
not leave the vessel at the first port which was 
reached, nor did she feport the fact 
to the authorities, but remained on board 
about six weeks. Abouttwo weeks ago she 
made complaint against the Captain at the 
office ot District- Attorney Dixon and a war- 
rant was issued by Commissioner Hoyne at 
the request of Mr. Dixon. The Marshai failed 
to find the Captain, and last week the cause was 
taken before the Federal grand jury, then in 
session, and an indictment was returned. The 
indictment is based on Sec. 5,345 of the Stat- 
utes of the United States, which provides but 
one punishment for the offense charged, and 
that is death. A second count in the indict- 
ment, however, charges the Captain with sim- 
ble assault, for which the penalty is a fine or 
imprisonment, or both. The complainant in 
the case is about 30 years old and has been 
for a number of years employed as cook on 
lake vessels. Capt. Edgar and his vessel are 
said to be at Duluth and a bench warrant has 
been sent there to be served by the Marshal 
of the district. 


BOHEMIAN EXHIBIT AT PRAGUE. 


Society Formed in Chicago for Its Promo- 
tion aud Advancement, 

The Bohemians of Chicago are preparing 
an exhibit of American ethnology for the ex- 
position at Prague in 1895. The exhibit asa 
special feature will treat of the Bohemian- 
Americans and their advancement in this 
country. As an initial step in the matter the 
promoters of the exhibit have filed incorpora- 
tion papers at Springfield under the name of 
the Bohemian Slavonic Ethnological Exhibi. 
tion company. These promoters are already 
in correspondence with Bohemian societies 
throughout the United States and have prom- 
ises of much valuable material. Their exhibit 
will be in the American section and will con- 
sist of one or more buildings. It is expected 
$7.000 will be expended on the main build- 
ing, the amount to be raised by subscription.

HAMLIN GARLAND ON NOVELISTS. 


He Delivers a Lecture in Armour Insti. 
tute on Veritism and Idealiam. 

Hamlin Garland delivered lust evening in 
the chapel of the Armour Inatitute the first of 
a series of six Tuesday evening art lectures at 
that place by as many different lecturers. His 
subject was The Modern Novel,“ which he 
described as the novel of veritism as distin- 
guished from idealism. The leading writers 
of such fiction were Tolstoi, Suderman, Isben, 
Howells, and Valdes, but it had its repre- 
sentatives, he said, in every civilized country 
in the world. Sometemperaments demanded 
idealism. but the number of those who want- 
ed life described as it really existed was con- 
stantly onthe increase.

Association Men at the Recent Meeting 
=A Severe Blow to the New Organiza- 
tion=Jim Hart’s Scheme Shows Up in 
Other League Corners=General Sporting 
News. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Oct. 28.—[Special.]—The 
new American Baseball Association was dealt 
a severe blow tonight when the Pittsburg club 
formally tendered its resignation as a mem- 
ber of the organization. Inability to secure 
grounds was the main cause. This afternoon 
a final conference was heid between Bucken- 
berger and De Roy, representing the club, and 
Senator William Flinn and others, owning the 
prospective grounds at Schenley Park. The 
ground-owners declined to go on with their 
verbal promise to build stands, fences, 
etc., which Buckenberger and others said 
they made two months or more ago, The 
owners said thatif the club leased the grounds 
they must put up all stands and fences, This 
the club was not prepared to do. speaking 
of the withdrawal A. C. Buckenberger said: 
„We had long expected that we wouldn't get 
the Schenley Park grounds. Many persons 
in the employ of the league were working 
against us. and it was half suspected that we 
couldn't hold the ground owners to their 
verbal promise. We had an option on a plot 
out Second avenue, but it would cost thou- 
sands to put it in shape. We were not satis- 
fled with the show of cash made by the other 
clubs at the recent Philadelphia meeting, but 
decided to go on nevertheless. 

It is suid that another cause which led to 
the withdrawal was the desertion of two busi- 
ness-men and an attorney who had promised 
to put money in the venture because of W. 
C. Temple’s connection with the Pittsburg 
club, they objecting to his alleged interfer- 
ence in management. On learning that he 
had sold out — gave up. !
